Many  still  listed 

Opening  speaker  Jim  Cipolla, 
who  is  a  veteran  of  the  25th  In¬ 
fantry  and  75th  Rangers,  spoke  to 
the  audience  of  the  large  numbers 
of  soldiers  involved  in  the  Viet¬ 
nam  War  and  emphasized  the 
many  who  are  still  considered 
POWs  and  MIAs  possibly  still 
under  captivity.  He  related  one 
example  about  a  Massachusetts 
soldier,  a  member  of  a  helicopter 
crew.  In  reports  his  ship  was  shot 
down,  crashed  and  exploded  with 
no  survivors.  But  the  next  day 
when  a  search  and  rescue  team 
found  the  downed  helicopter  they 
discovered  that  it  had  indeed  been 
shot  down,  but  there  was  no  sign 
of  fire  or  explosion.  In  addition, 
all  of  the  escape  hatches  were 
found  open,  and  survival  gear

The  second  speaker,  Tim 
Perkins,  a  U.S.  Air  Force 
veteran,  read  two  poems.

After  each  name  and  hometown 
were  read  Cadet  Michael  Cor- 
ricelli,  of  U.S.  Air  Force  ROTC, 
saluted  and  gave  the  response, 
“Sir,  missing  in  action.  Sir.” 

Flag  presented 

The  Merrimack  Valley  Viet¬ 
nam  Veterans,  Inc.,  lead  by  Joe 
Dalphond,  then  presented  the  flag 
to  be  raised.  The  black  and  white 
standard  was  raised  in  front  of 
Cumnock  Hall  and  flew  just 
below  the  American  flag.  Once 
the  flags  were  secure  a  bugler 
played  taps. 

The  solemn  occasion  was  a  fit¬ 
ting  reminder  of  the  estimated 

1 00  soldiers  still  listed  as 
POW  MIA  who  served  in  South 
East  Asia.  Efforts  to  locate  or 
confirm  the  status  of  these  men  is 
still  continuing  in  Southeast  Asia.

$85,000  granted  for 
plastics  recycling

A  grant  of  $85,000  has  been 
awarded  to  the  ULowell  Plastics 
Engineering  Department  to  aid  in 
combatting  the  state’s  serious 
waste  problem  by  trying  to  take 
out  42,000  tons  of  the  plastic 
refuse. 

New  research  center 

A  center  for  research  and 
development  will  be  established 
under  the  direction  of  Professor 
S.J.  Chen.  ULowell  will  mesh 
with  New  England  CRINC  center 
in  North  Billerica  to  utilize  8%  of 
the  state’s  refuse.  It  will  be  the 
first  project  in  the  country  to 
combine  research  and  industry  to 
fight  the  rise  of  the  garbage  piles. 

January  1,  1988  will  mark  the 
start  of  the  three  year  program. 
The  center  will  determine  a  prac¬ 
tical  means  of  recycling  up  to 
42,000  tons  of  plastic  materials 
that  would  normally  be  discard¬ 
ed,  thus  contributing  to  the  state’s 
already  serious  landfill  problem. 
Professor  Chen  fears  that  some¬ 
day  “we  will  be  buried  by  all  the 
waste.”  He  stressed,  “the  public 
must  be  aware  of  this  problem  to 


ensure  the  comfort  of  future 
generations.” 

Economic  values  in  recycling 

The  city  of  Lowell’s  sanitation 
costs  are  determined  by  the 
volume  of  garbage.  The  city  cur¬ 
rently  is  facing  the  costly  burden 
of  creating  a  trash  to  energy 
facility.  Recycling  plastics  will 
decrease  the  volume  of  wastes 
and  ultimately  save  the  city 
money  within  even  the  first  year

of  operation. 

An  educational  program  will  be 
instituted  in  the  near  future  in 
hopes  of  encouraging  the  public 
to  be  more  “waste  conscious.” 
Items  such  as  plastic  bags,  soda 
bottles,  shampoo  tubes,  and  milk 
containers  will  all  be  utilized  to 
eventually  reach  a  recycling  goal 
of  25%  of  all  wastes  in  the  future.

Tier.er  Atkins,  who  also  took 
the  opportunity  to  tweak  the 
Reagan  administration  and 
gam  some  publicity  in  handing 
out  the  handbooks,  which 
were  sponsored  and  then  re¬ 
jected  by  the  White  House. 

The  Reagan  administration 
had  criticized  the  book  for  not 
stressing  abstinence  as  a  way 
to  keep  from  getting  AIDS. 

Critics  also  objected  to  the 
handbook’s  anatomical 
references. 

But  Atkins,  saying  he  was 
distributing  the  books  in  the 
name  of  public  health, 
asserted,  “As  students  come 
back  to  school,  they  need  to 
know  the  basic  facts  about 
AIDS.” 

Atkins  apologized  to  those 
who  might  find  the  book’s 
language  offensive.

Government 
for  animals’

Recently  obtained  government 
documents  reveal  that  half  of  the 
primates  housed  at  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Lowell  Research  Foundation 
are  used,  without  anesthetic,  in 
experimentation  involving  pain 
and  distress. 

The  federal  government  has 
allocated  $250,000  to  the 
research  so  far,  involving  not  on¬ 
ly  primates  but  hamsters  and  mice 
as  well. 

These  findings  have  raised  the 
concerns  of  local  residents  nad 
satudents  who  worried  about 
mistreatment  of  the  animals  in 
those  research  laboratories. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Lowell 
Citizens  for  Responsible 
Research  (LCRR)  stated. 
“Students  and  city  residents  have 
a  right  to  know  what’s  going  on,” 
and  suggested  that  the  research  at 
Lowell  “should  be  scrutinized  in 
light  of  the  mishandling  and  abuse 
that  has  been  documented  at  other 
schools.” 

Other  colleges'  cruelties 

Government  funded  research  is 
carried  out  at  many  schools 
across  the  nation.  But  as  M.I.T.’s 
Gul  Agha  said,  “Not  all  resear¬ 
chers  are  equally  concerned  about

the  animals’  welfare.”  U.Cal.  at 
Berkley  was  fined  $12,000  for 
five  years’  abusive  treatment  of 
animals.  Labs  at  Columbia 
University  were  shut  down  after 
abuse  was  documented  there. 
And  when  highly  graphic 
videotapes  taken  inside  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania’s 
Head  Injury  Clinic  went  public, 
officials  from  the  USDA  and  the 
Dept,  of  Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices  refused  to  testify  at  Con¬ 
gressional  hearings  on  animal 
legislation. 

Primate  experiments 

Until  now,  the  Research  Foun¬ 
dation  at  ULowell  has  attracted 
relatively  little  public  scrutiny, 
co-existing  peacefully  with  the 
school  and  the  city.  But  discovery 
of  the  government  documents  has 
raised  new  questions  about 
ULo well’s  experimentation,  in 
which  primate  subjects  are  kept 


on  a  specialized  diet  in  order  to 
measure  the  diet’s  effect  on  blood 
chemistry  and  metabolism. 

These  recently  found 
documents  indicate  that  the 
animals  are  restrained  while 
blood  samples  are  collected  with 
a  25g  syringe.  According  to  the 
LCRR  this  is  an  unusually  high 
figure. 

The  public  interest  organization 
is  also  concerned  about  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  the  many  test  rodents  at  the 
Research  Foundation.  The  mice 
and  hamsters  are  injected  with 
schistosome  parasites,  common¬ 
ly  known  as  the  blood  fluke,  and 
distributed  to  other  labs  in  the 
U.S.  and  Canada. 

LCCR  members  are  consulting 
outside  expert  sources  in  review¬ 
ing  the  research  protocols,  and 
they  are  organizing  an  October 
meeting  for  concerned  students 
and  local  residents. 


Spring 
Carnival 
to  return 

The  Board  of  Trustees  decid¬ 
ed  Wednesday  night  that  the 
tradition  of  Spring  Carnival 
will  be  brought  back  to  the 
North  Campus  fields. 

Two  years  ago,  Spring  Car¬ 
nival  went  dry  to  avoid  the  pro¬ 
blems  of  liability  insurance  and 
the  Carnival  moved  far  away. 

Students  bussed  and  drove  to 
the  distant  Kingston 
Fairgrounds  in  Kingston,  NH. 

Last  year,  in  an  attempt  to 
move  away  from  what  was 
called  “the  Kingston 
Dustbowl,”  the  A.C.  ran

Forum. 


Blood  brothers 


Last  Tuesday.  Tom  Boucher 
made  an  unexpected  detour  on  his 
way  to  school  -a  detour  that  led 
to  an  attempt  to  save  a  young 
boy’s  life. 

Boucher,  a  freshman  at 
ULowell,  was  walking  along 
Broadway  Street  going  to  his  Pre- 
Calculus  class  when  Shane 
Carney,  an  11 -year-old  Lowell 
native,  ran  to  him  for  help. 
Heroic  attempt 

Carney  explained  that  13-year- 
old  Vandy  Phorna  was  drowning 
in  the  nearby  Pawtucket  Canal 
beneath  the  Francis  Gate  House. 

Boucher  ran  to  the  site,  flung 
his  book  bag  and  shirt,  and  dove 
into  the  canal.  Boucher  then  pull¬ 
ed  the  young  boy  back  to  the  sur¬ 
face  and  to  the  shore  where  police 
officers  gave  Phorna  emergency 
assistance. 

Although  Phorna  was  treated  at 
St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  and  later 
flown  to  the  New  England 
Medicla  Center  in  Boston,  he 
died  later  that  day. 

Boucher,  although  risking  his 
own  life  to  help  Phorna,  does  not 
want  to  be  lauded  for  his  efforts. 
“Anybody  would  have  done  it,” 
he  commented.  “It  was  nothing 
special.”  He  brushed  aside  his  act 
of  heroism  by  saying,  “I  just 
wanted  to  get  the  kid  out  of  the 
canal.” 

Race  related  murder 

But  where  Boucher’s  work  was 
heroic,  the  acts  of  an  unidentified 
1 1 -year-old  would  be  considered 
racist  and  destructive. 

Police  investigating  the  drown¬ 
ing  have  discovered  that  Phorna 
was  pushed  into  the  canal  after  a 
racial  incident.  The  unidentified 
male  youth  that  the  police  are 
holding  is  being  charged  with 
murder.

Sex  is  on  the  minds  of  students

A  recent  Connector  poll  found 
that  on  the  average,  University  of 
Lowell  students  think  about  sex 
at  least  16  times  as  often  as 
students  across  the  nation. 

An  article  written  by  the  Col¬ 
lege  Press  Service  stated  that 
overall  college  students  tended  to 
think  about  sex  as  little  as  1  %  of 
the  time.  This  percentage  ap¬ 
peared  by  many  standards  quite 
small  to  most  students  polled  and 
of  the  students  who  completed  the 
survey,  the  results  conclude  that 
on  the  average,  students  from  the 


University  of  Lowell  have  a 
stronger  sexuality  than  students 
nationwide. 

Female  thoughts 

Female  students  from  our  cam¬ 
puses  rated  highest  when  asked 
how  often  they  think  about  sex. 
With  an  staggering  32%  women 
admitted  that  they  spend  a  third 
of  each  day  thinking  about  sex. 

One  female  attested  that  she 
thought  of  sex  at  least  85%  of  any 
given  day.  Her  estimates  pulled 
the  female  curve  up  only  slightly 
from  the  previous  average  of 
29%. 


Lower  percentage  for  males 

The  male  students  across 
ULowell,  although  far  more  sex¬ 
ually  oriented  than  their  nation¬ 
wide  counterparts,  thought  about 
sex  half  as  often  as  the  women  on 
campus.  Men  thought  about  sex 
on  an  average  of  16%  during  any 
given  day. 

The  most  conservative  estimate 
given  of  time  spent  on  sex  was 
one  given  by  a  graduating  male 
student,  but  even  his  account  is  6 
times  greater  than  the  national 
sexuality  level  as  reported  in  the 
College  Press  Service. 


States  afraid  of  first-class  colleges

Despite  all  the  talk,  most  states 
are  “afraid”  to  build  “first 
class”  public  campuses,  a  leading 
education  group  charged  Sept.  8. 

“Some  states  seem  afraid  of 
having  a  great  university  for  fear 
that  it  will  become  a  political 
threat  or  an  expensive  habit,” 
charged  Frank  Newman,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Education  Commis¬ 
sion  of  the  States,  which 
published  a  report  on  nationwide 
college  reform  called  “Choosing 
Quality”  last  week. 


“Some  simply  do  not  believe 
that  they  have  within  themselves 
the  ability  to  be  first  class,” 
Newman  added. 

Newman  figured  “fewer  than 
25”  states  even  are  trying  to  im¬ 
prove  their  college  systems. 

Based  on  interviews  with 
educators  and  government  of¬ 
ficials,  the  report  focused  on 
about  100  major  state  univer¬ 
sities. 


Newman  suggested  campuses 
-  w  -  focus  their  resources  on  programs 


in  which  they  can  be  outstanding, 
and  create  a  climate  that  will  at¬ 
tract  high  quality  personnel.  He 
said  state  governments  should 
create  incentives  for  campus 
leaders  to  improve  instead  of 
legislating  changes  in  the  ways 
colleges  are  run. 

No  state  lacks  the  ability  to 
have  a  top  state  university, 
Newman  said,  naming  Ohio  as 
one  state  that  has  invested  in 
quality  college  programs  even  as 
its  economy  has  foundered.

Convenience  Store  Faith 


For  me,  summertime  is  the 
time  to  catch-up  on  all  of  my 
reading,  or  at  least  that  is  what  I’d 
like  to  think.  One  of  the  books 
I’ve  been  ‘meaning  to  read4  for 
several  summers  is  a  book  called 
The  Gravediggers  File  by  Os 
Guinnes.  In  this  book,  Guinnes 
introduced  me  to  the  term 
‘privatization’.  Putting  it  simply, 
privatization  is  the  sociological 
principle  that  says  that  culturally 
there  are  some  things  that  are 
private  and  should  not  be  discuss¬ 
ed  in  public.  At  one  time  a  per¬ 
sons  sexual  experiences  were 
considered  private.  You  seldom 
heard  anyone  talk  about  their  sex 
life.  But  now  it’s  not  uncommon 
to  be  sitting  in  a  lounge  and  to 
over-hear  someone  fantasize  over 
their  weekend  sexual  exploits. 

A  person’s  religious  faith  is 
another  example,  only  that  has 
gone  in  the  opposite  direction, 
from  public  to  private.  At  one 
time  most  people  were  more  than 
willing  to  discuss  their  faith  with 
another  person.  But  now.  many 
people  seem  almost  embarrassed 
by  their  faith. 

I’m  not  exactly  sure  why  there 
has  been  this  cultural  shift,  but  it 
may  have  something  to  do  with  a 

general  lack  oi  commiimeni  to 


religion.  We  like  our  faith  to  be 
convienient-something  that  fits 
nicely  into  our  lifestyle.  But  for 
Christians,  Jesus  never  gave  us 
that  option.  He  offered  something 
quite  radical.  He  called  on  his 
followers  to  commit  their  very 
lives  to  him.  He  called  on  them 
to  radically  alter  their  lifestyle. 
Listen  to  some  of  his  statements: 
‘He  who  is  not  with  me  is  against 
me.... ’/...whoever  disowns  me 
before  men,  I  will  disown  before 
my  father  in  heaven.’,  and  ‘...If 
anyone  would  come  after  me,  he 
must  deny  himself  and  take  up  his 
cross  and  follow  me.’  Jesus  never 
offered  a  faith  that  was  conve¬ 
nient.  He  required  a  radical  com¬ 
mitment. 

Now  that  I  have  said  all  of  this. 
I’d  like  to  have  some  reactions. 
I’d  like  you  to  take  your  faith 
from  being  a  private,  personal 
faith  to  a  public  faith.  You  may 
disagree  with  what  I’ve  said. 
That’s  fine.  My  purpose  isn't  to 
argue  with  you.  but  to  have  you 
think  about  w  hat  you  believe  and 
share  it  w  ith  me.

Meanwhile,  com¬ 
munity  testing  for  toxics  remains 
inadequate.  Testing  for  only  22 
chemicals  is  performed  random¬ 
ly  and  haphazardly. 
MASSPIRG’ s  goal  is  to  pass 
statewide  legislation  to  test  all  of 
our  water  supplies  for  126  priori¬ 
ty  chemicals. 

Here  at  ULowell,  students  will 
research  local  town  testing  pro¬ 
cedures,  educate  the  campus  and 
community  on  the  issue,  build 
grassroots  support  for  the  bill,  as 
well  as  directly  lobby  area 
legislators  to  sign  on. 

Hunger  is  another  issue  which 
remains  a  significant  problem  in 
the  Lowell  area.

19 
schools  requested  and  received 
volunteer  placements.  On 
November  13th,  1986,  “Com¬ 
munity  Reader  Day”  brought  an 
additional  72  community 
business,  civic  and  cultural 
leaders  to  enter  Lowell’s  160 
Kindergarten,  1st,  2nd  and  3rd 
grade  classrooms  to  read  along 
and  encourage  young  readers. 
Another  SVL  program,  the  1987 
Celebration  of  Student  Art,  gave 
young  artists  from  22  public  and 
2  parochial  Lowell  schools  the 
opportunity  to  display  examples 
of  various  artistic  media.

Coke,  Coffee,  or  Condom?

In  the  words  of  Surgeon  General  C.  Everet  Koop,  “The 
best  means  to  stop  the  spread  of  Aids,  barring  abstinence, 
is  the  use  of  a  condom.”  As  Aids  becomes  increasingly 
more  widespread  any  and  all  methods  to  prevent 
transmission  of  the  virus  is  necessary.  The  topic  of  a  re¬ 
cent  College  Press  Service  story  is  the  installation  of  con¬ 
dom  vending  machines  on  college  campuses. 

Across  the  country  colleges  are  installing  the  machines 
in  both  men’s  and  women’s  bathrooms.  The  ease  of 
availability  promotes  only  the  ideas  of  safety  and  respon¬ 
sibility.  Part  of  being  responsible  is  realizing  that  infor¬ 
mation  alone  will  not  stop  Aids.  When  our  Health  Services 
Department  presents  films  and  pamphlets  during 
Freshman  Orientation  the  students  are  told  that  birth  con¬ 
trol  services  are  available  for  women  but,  the  men  are  left 
to  provide  for  themselves. 

The  cost  of  stocking  condoms  for  distribution  may  be 
prohibitive,  for  budgetary  reasons.  Condom  vending 
machines  are  available  as  a  cost  effective  measure  as 
they  would  provide  revenue  from  a  percentage  of  sales. 
At  the  same  time  the  university  would  be  increasing  the 
safety  of  the  students  and  promoting  a  more  healthy  at¬ 
titude  towards  sex. 

The  Residence  Life  program  is  expanding.  The  number 
of  women  living  on  campus  is  increasing.  The  university 
has  a  duty  to  maintain  a  healthy  enviorment,  particularly 
to  its  resident  population.  This  project  is  not  one  that 
should  be  placed  on  a  time  line.  The  need  is  real  and  ex¬ 
ists  now.  The  dispensers  can  be  installed  in  existing  loca¬ 
tions  now,  and  then  in  the  new  halls  to  come. 

This  is  an  educational  institution.  Aids,  as  well  as  other 
sexually  trasmitted  diseases,  has  to  be  addressed.  Health 
Services  is  happy  to  report  that  no  known  cases  of  Aids 
have  been  reported  on  this  campus.  That  does  not  mean 
that  we  are  without  venereal  disease.  It  is  up  to  the  univer¬ 
sity  and  its  students  to  ensure  that  Aids  will  not  take 
residence  here.

A  man  to  fear 

During  the  last  week  of  August,  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Lewis  Powell  Jr.  unexpectedly  announced 
his  retirement.  On  July  1,  President  Reagan  nam¬ 
ed  Robert  H.  Bork  as  the  newly  appointed  Justice. 
Since  Reagan  named  Bork,  there  has  been  much 
debate. 

Various  groups  around  the  country  are  in  opposi¬ 
tion  to  Bork’s  appointment.  The  Leadership  Con¬ 
ference  on  Civil  Rights  and  The  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  are  two  such  groups  that  have  been 
actively  fighting  the  appointment. 

The  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  is  currently 
holding  Supreme  Court  confirmation  hearings.  They 
have  asked  Bork  numerous  questions  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  so  over  the  next  couple  of  weeks.  Much 
of  the  questioning  has  focused  on  his  opinions  con¬ 
cerning  minorities,  free  speech,  and  protection  of 
privacy. 

Bork  has  voiced  strong  criticism  of  the  1965 
Supreme  Court  ruling,  Griswold  vs.  Conneticut, 
that  ended  a  law  forbidding  anyone  from  using  birth 
control.  He  has  testified  in  front  of  the  Senate 


Judiciary  Committee  that  he  is  unsure  on  his  stand 

regarding  marital  privacy.  And  as  recently  as  1984, 
he  issued  a  ruling  in  a  case  concerning  a  West  Virgi¬ 
nian  American  Cyanamid  Co.  that  virtually  told 
female  employees  to  either  be  sterilized  or  be  fired. 
He  has  also  voiced  opposition  to  rulings  that  paved 
the  way  for  desegregation  in  our  public  schools. 

Here,  surely,  is  a  man  to  be  feared.  The  year  is 
1987  and  it  seems  that  we  have  a  judge  that  has  in 
his  hands,  the  opportunity  to  change  our  way  of  liv¬ 
ing.  I  do  not  want  to  see  the  hands  of  time  turned 
back.  Right  now  I  am  able  to  write  such  an  article 
as  this,  have  it  published,  and  not  worry  about 
retaliation.  If  I  want  to  use  birth  control,  I  may  use 
it.  If  that  fails  and  I  choose  to  have  an  abortion,  I 
may  obtain  one.  It  is  my  right  to  make  my  own  deci¬ 
sion.  In  the  world  of  Robert  H.  Bork,  we  may  not 
have  those  rights! 

Take  a  moment  to  write  to  your  senators.  Tell 
them  you  are  oposed  to  Robert  H.  Bork.  Time  is 
of  the  essence,  if  we  want  to  keep  the  rights  of  our 
times.

uninspected  car.  (Officer  Gray, 
it’s  time  for  you  to  blow  the  dust 
off  your  “How  to  be  a  cop  in 
three  easy  steps.”  book.  The 
driver  would  get  ticketed,  not 
arrested.)  The  two  discussed  the 
matter  further,  with  the  officer 
trying  to  use  his  car  as  a  per¬ 
suasive  device.  Finally,  Mr. 
Miner  said,  “I’ll  move  my  car, 
but  I  think  you’re  being  an 
asshole  about  this.”  Officer 
Gray  leaped  out  of  his  car,  and 
with  his  hand  on  his  night  stick, 
shoved  Mr.  Miner  onto  the 
hood  of  the  police  car. 

At  the  Lowell  police  station, 
the  officer  on  duty  asked  Officer 
Gray,  “What  have  we  here?”, 
to  which  he  replied,  “We  have 
an  asshole.”  (Shouldn’t  The 
Lowell  officer  have  arrested  Of¬ 
ficer  Gray  at  that  point?)  Miner 
was  then  booked  on  the  charge 
of  being  a  Disorderly  Person. 
The  arrest  report  states:  Rich 
Miner  was  a  disorderly  person 
in  that  he  did,  with  purpose  to 
cause  a  public  inconvenience, 
annoyance,  or  alarm,  or 
recklessly  creating  a  risk 
thereof,  engage  in  fighting  or 
threatening,  or  in  violent  or 
tumultuous  behavior,  or  did 
create  a  hazardous  or  physical¬ 
ly  offensive  condition  by  an  act 
that  served  no  legitamate  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  defendent. 

Monday  morning,  Miner 
went  to  court,  where  the  case 
was  dismissed  upon  payment  of 
court  fees.  The  court  did  not 
want  their  time  wasted  with  such 
a  trivial  matter. 

I  have  discussed  this  matter 
with  quite  a  few  people.  The 


agreed  opinion  of  all  those  poll¬ 
ed,  was  that  Officer  Gray 
overstepped  his  power  of 
authority.  First,  parking  should 
not  be  an  issue  on  a  Saturday 
night,  when  one  would  be  hard 
pressed  to  find  ten  cars  in  the 
Riverside  lot.  Second,  Officer 
Gray  should  familiarize  himself 
with  our  laws.  The  description 
of  a  disorderly  person  does  not 
fit  the  description  of  Mr.

The 
next  time  he  fulfills  his  Hill 
Street  Blues  fantasy,  he  is  mak¬ 
ing  himself  and  the  University 
liable  for  a  lawsuit.  He  is 
creating  a  situation  that  could 
have  turned  into  a  far  more 
serious  incident.  Had  Mr. 
Miner  resisted  arrest,  an  act 
many  people  feel  would  have 
been  justified,  the  stupid  act  of 
worrying  about  an  inspection 
sticker  would  have  mushroom¬ 
ed  into  a  charge  of  assault.  Also, 
Officer  Gray  should  keep  in 
mind  that  he  is  a  representative 
of  the  campus  police,  and  this 
type  of  act  puts  a  black  mark  on 
the  otherwise  sound  record 
police.  Finally,  the  student  who 
was  the  passenger  of  the  car, 
contacted  a  professor  about  the 
situation.  The  professor  then 
called  a  vice  president  of  the 
Universtity,  who  in  turn  called 
the  Dean  of  Students.  Officer 
Gray  wasted  the  time  or  quite 
a  few  individuals. 

Next  time  Officer  Gray  wants 
to  play  Rambo,  I  wish  he  would 
consider  the  consequences  of  his

New  Coordinator  of  Promotions 
Dana  K.  Skinner 


Athletic  Director  Dr.  R. 
Wayne  Edwards,  following  the 
Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
Wednesday,  September  19,  an¬ 
nounced  that  Dana  K.  Skinner  has 
been  named  Coordinator  of  Pro¬ 
motions,  Marketing,  and  Event 
Operations  effective  immediately. 

Skinner,  a  former  All- 
American  basketball  player  at 
Merrimack  College  and  a  third 
round  draft  choice  of  the  Boston 
Celtics  in  1978,  was  most  recent¬ 
ly  an  athletic  staff  assistant  and 
the  men’s  basketball  coach  at 
Salem  State  College.  In  his  new 
position,  he  will  be  responsible 
for  the  creation  and  implementa¬ 
tion  of  contest  promotions  and 
marketing  programs,  all  ticket 
sales  and  distribution  including 
season  tickets,  and  coordinate  a 
variety  of  contests  in  designated 
sports.  He  will  also  take  charge 
of  all  varsity  travel  arrangements 
and  oversee  the  athletic  depart¬ 
ment’s  summer  sports  camps 
program. 

“We’re  very  fortunate  to  get 
someone  with  his  experience  and 
talent,’’  commented  Dr.  Edwards 
following  the  Trustees  meeting. 
“He  has  experience  in  athletic  ad¬ 
ministration  at  St.  Thomas 
University  and  Salem  State  Col¬ 
lege.  His  experience  in  all  the 
diverse  areas  of  this  position  will 
make  him  a  very  valuable  com¬ 
ponent  of  the  athletic  department. 
His  time  coaching  will  allow  him 


to  relate  to  the  needs  and  pro¬ 
blems  of  the  coaching  staff.” 

During  his  two  seasons  as  head 
coach  of  the  Salem  State  basket¬ 
ball  team,  he  led  the  Vikings  to 
a  34*19  record,  including  a  22*6 
mark  and  a  trip  to  the  NCAA 
Division  Three  tournament  in 
1985*86.  He  was  inducted  into 
the  Merrimack  College  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1985  and  is  a 
member  of  the  National  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Basketball  Coaches  and 
the  National  Association  of  Col¬ 
legiate  Directors  of  Athletics. 

Skinner  expressed  his  pleasure 
at  coming  to  ULowell,  “I’m  ex¬ 
tremely  anxious  to  get  to  the 
University.  There  are  so  many 
opportunities  for  us  there.  There 
are  a  lot  of  things  we  can  get  in¬ 
volved  with.  I’ve  always  felt  good 
about  ULowell’ s  academic  pro¬ 
gram  and  some  of  the  athletic 
programs  have  reached  the  same 
high  standard.  I  would  like  to  get 
the  whole  department  up  to  that 
level  of  excellence.” 

A  1978  graduate  of  Merrimack 
with  a  B.A.  in  American 
Studies/Education,  Skinner 
coached  boys  basketball  and  was 
a  physical  education  instructor  at 
Bishop  Fenwick  High  School  for 
three  years  (1981-84).  He  left 
Bishop  Fenwick  to  pursue  his 
masters  degree  in  Sports  Ad¬ 
ministration  at  St.  Thomas  Col¬ 
lege  (Miami,  Fla.)  while  serving 
as  that  school’s  Assistant  Athletic 


Director.  He  received  his  masters 
degree  this  July. 

The  fourth  all-time  leading 
scorer  in  Merrimack  history, 
Skinner  scored  1746  points  in  85 
games  over  three  seasons,  he 
averaged  16.2  points  per  game  as 
a  sophomore,  20.5  ppg  as  a  junior 
and  25.1  as  a  senior  and  still 
holds  the  school  record  for  single 
season  (.922)  and  career  (.877) 
free  throw  percentage. 

During  Skinner's  three  seasons 
(1975-78),  the  Warriors  were 
63-23  including  a  23-6  record  his 
senior  year,  the  best  in  Mer¬ 
rimack  history.  He  co-captained 
the  team  as  a  senior  when  Mer¬ 
rimack  went  to  the  finals  of  the 
NCAA  Regional  tournament 
where  they  lost  to  Sacred  Heart 
University. 

For  his  career,  the  6-3  forward 
averaged  20.5  points,  5.4  re¬ 
bounds,  2.7  assists  and  shot  56.7 
from  the  floor. 

Skinner  returned  to  the  New 
England  area  in  Oct.,  1985  when 
he  was  named  the  men’s  basket¬ 
ball  coach  at  Salem  State.  During 
his  two  seasons  as  head  coach,  he 
led  the  Vikings  to  a  34-19  record 
including  a  22-6  mark  and  a  trip 
to  the  NCAA  Division  Three 
tournament  in  1985-86. 

Inducted  into  the  Merrimack 
College  Athletic  Hall  fo  Fame  in 
1985.  Skinner  is  a  member  of  the 
National  Association  of  Basket¬ 
ball  Coaches  and  the  National 
Association  of  Collegiate  Direc¬ 
tors  of  Athletics.

This  is  the  easiest  way  to  increase 
your  car’s  handling  ability.  The 
amount  of  tire  pressure  needed 
varies  from  car  to  car,  around  40 
psi  is  a  good  place  to  start  and 
then  adjust  it  if  need  be  after  your 
first  run.
